- THE FIRE-WALEING ORDIAL. 


Weird Hindu Ceremony. 


The Hindu Teniple in Southbridge-td.e 
Binfepore, yas, on June 11, the scone of 8 
* weird. ceremony known as tho feast of 
Timiri, or, Gro-walking ceremony, . 
The ceremony ia anuually performed by 
tho Pandavar, a Bindu foot who’ worship 
the Goddous Thutoh; The story in Indinn 
mythulogy is that Droupada was the con: 
tanp qieon of the five brother Kinga 
known as the Pandavas, who roigocd in 
ancient times at Hastinspura, now known 
os Delhi. ‘Tho kings had a line of envious 


gousins known ag the Diroabanas, The } § 


Diroabanaa raised their war standard and 
io a big battle were. heaten by the Pan- 
daves. They then turned to guile and in 
a gumble with the Pandavas won their 
money, gbods, and eventually their » King- 
dom from them. The Pandavas were des- 
porate, and aso last stake placed Queen 
Droupsda in the scale to win back their 
Kingdom, Agnin they lot, and after tak- 
ing the Quosn the Dircoabunas drove 
them from the Palaco. Then wish- 
lng to put great shame on the Queen of 
their opemiea the Diro-banas had her 
brought into the Throne Room apd com- 
manded that ahe ba stripped. 


Queen Droupsds was horrified a! the 
dishonour about to be yut on her and 
anpplicated the Goddess Thurvh to come ta 
hor aid, vowing that if the Goddess would 
intervene on hor behalf abe would walk 
over fire. Tho Goddess Thurob heard the 
prayer and whon the followers of the 
Dirosbenay began to-romove -Droupada’s 
clothing tho more they removed yet more 
was beneath, At length popular favour 
turned to Queon Droupada through this 
manifestation on her behstf by Thurvh and 
a riving which drove the Diroshanaa from 
the Kingd m was organised, 


Droupsda then to reduom her vow hed a] 


Bory carpet of coals “prepared and in full 
view of the populaca walked ever it. 
Henceforward she was worshipped as one 
of tho seven Goddesses of Chastity snd the 
fire-walking coremony hy thoxa who wished 
to become sinters beceme a yearly festival, 

A number of the devotees, who fret 
throughout the day, garb themeelyse in 
yollow robon, and aftor other tarke walle 
ever a bed uf red-bot embers. | 

Not many of the Huropean community 
of Bingaporo have any idea of the weird 
and torrible ceremonies which aro per 
formed by the fanstica of tho various 
religions which side by sido with Christianity 
hold place in Singapure, and that witnessed 
at the Southbridge-rd. Temple yesterday 
waa perhaps one of the most paculiar forms 
of tortura to which Asiatic fnnatios can 
put themselves to. 

A visit to this Temple mada ona think 
not of matter-of-fact Bingepore but of 
India, in the mvdinoval times, for the 
spacious court-yard of the Temple was 
thronged with Hindus putting themaulves to 
varioua forms of torture lo expatiute their 
sins. Only the khaki uniform of o Malay 
police constable here and there amongat 
the crowd, reminded one that the aga wag 
really the twontioth contury. 

Among the forms of abasement to be seen 
were young and plomp w: mon prostrating 
themselves in the du-t snd sprinkling thoir 
bodies with dast~ some in silence ard some 
to the accompaniment of appalling cries, A 
thin miserable-looking wretch essayed the 
tack of rolling thrice round the temple 
court-yard, piloted bya relative. At the 
end of the second round hie eyes were 
starting from bie head and his bréath com-- 
ing io gasps. The laat round had to be 
accomplished with the help of hig friend 
twisting him over and over by the lega, 

An inspection of the temple wns followed 
by o visit to the inner receaa tenunted b 
some doy-n alrek comfortable-looking pil- 
osta, who inauo pnsses to the “ acquirers uf 
merit." These rcv delivered to another lot 
of priesta and tho dovotee ia daubed with 
saffron, 5 small amulet given him or har, 
and is led in front of another God and 
whipped on the wrists with a rope’s ond, 

All this is the inita’ion to the tire walking 
ceremony. Alt day long firewood had boan 
kopt burping in an_enclo: 
teen foot by six, and at 4 
a bed of giowing sahes gi 
uncomfortable degrea of heat. 
walkers had been away at the Outranerd 
Temple and returned to the sound of gongs 


and drume, ds they ontered the gaten white f 
goat that had beon smoared with saffron was | 
decapitated. The dovotces had o way made | 


for them through the crowd of onlookers 
and had worked thomselves up into 
a fronay. They tore. and fought to 
be allowed to get to the fire, but the prioata 
held them back and only allowed them to 
watk across the burning fiery furnace ope 
ot time. Aa each one’s turn came he 
rashod through with o-howl, and then 
danced madly in front of tho Goddess 
Thuroh, where they wore again scourged 
by two burly looking pricets. 

Some of them walked calmly onough 
worosa the belt of fire ; ono fell on his face, 
to be ignominiously hauled out and cast 
into a tank of wator. Neither man nor 
woman ehowed any signa of suffering, and 
one mother with her ‘child walked emiling 
through the cinders, When all had cros- 
sed, the “holy ones” grasped the ombora 
in their bands and besprioklod their heads 
with-them.. Tho fire was then put out, 
and the crowd gradually dispersed. 

Tho firewalking cotemony is performed 
in Provinoo Wollealey on & larger scale 
than elsewhere in this part of the world. 
hore instead of crossing embers the 

+ @evotees walk through fire, and on one 
oodasion a woman accidentally droppad her 
infant into the fra and the unfortunate 
on was burned to death. — Singapore Free
